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Library Screens Books 
By Author’s Politics

SAN ANTONIO 

A group of conservaiives 
who abhor leftism and even 
liberalism in books are now 
in control of the public li- 
brary of this city of half a 
million souls. 

They have _ deliberately 
shifted the library’s book- 
buying emphasis “to the 
right.” The past or present 
political activity of an author 
of a book is now one control- 
ling factor in its purchase or 


rejection. 
The book committee of the Li- 
brary Board has ordered the pro- 


fessional staff to check all authors 
against indexes to reports of the 
California and House un-American 
activities committees before rec- 
ommending any purchases by the 
Library. Books by such authors 


have not been recommended for 
purchase. 

Staff morale is low. Library 
workers, afraid they might lose 


their jobs, will not talk freely to 
reporters. Some are hoping for a 
change as a result of next April’s 
City Council election. The San An- 
tonio Express and Evening News 
has pledged a campaign for the 
election of a new Council majority 
committed to an independent li- 
brary staff. 

The new controlling trustees do 
not want to “burn books,” and they 
disclaim any desire to stamp some 
of them as written by “Communist 
fronters.” But: 


® They have given direct orders 
to the staff to buy and display 
right-wing political magazines. 


@ They have ordered the staff to 

transfer un-American activi- 
ties reports to the main library 
from the government documents 
library at La Villita; to buy extra 
copies of these reports; to display 
them with 10-by-12 inch signs read- 
ing, “Un-American Activities”; and 
to have them bound.

HOUSTON, Jan. 10—The United 
States is losing its competition 
with Russia for the minds of the 
people of the Far East, Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt warned here Saturday.

AUSTIN, Jan. 9—An old cam- 
paigner for Britain’s Labor 
Party came to Texas this week, 
looked the place over after an 
absence of 23 years, and praised 
the United States for recent re- 
forms on racial matters. 

Then Fenner Brockway, 65- 
year-old member of Parliament, 
lit into Britain’s racial policies 
in the colonies. 

He listed a staggering number 
of social, economic and political 
discriminations heaped upon Af- 
ricans in their own country by 
white Europeans. 

He said the British Govern- 
ment had done very little about 
it. 

“I am becoming a little impa- 
tient of British visitors here who 
criticize segregation when the 
British government does nothing 
to improve racial abuses in the 
colonies,” he said. 

Brockway was in Austin for 
two speaking engagements be- 
fore overflow crowds at the Uni- 
versity of Texas and the Public 
Library Auditorium. His tour, 
sponsored by the American 
Friends Service Committee 





(Quakers), took in several other 
Texas cities. 

Brockway said he was partic- 
ularly impressed by the degree 
of racial integration in the US. 
—and also by the diminishing 
hostility Southerners show to- 
ward racial equality moves. 

In an interview given to The 
Texas Observer, he outlined 
abuses which have “humiliated” 
today’s African native. 

“The United States is predom- 
inantly white,” he said, “but 
Africa is predominantly Negro. 
There is the humiliation of being 
treated as a second or third class 
human being in your native land 
by white outsiders.” 

He said natives have a choice 
of working on European-owned 
farms as serfs or in the cities at 
starvation wages. 

“These frustrations find ex- 
pression in bitterness, and the 
bitterness finds expression in 
violence—thus, Mau Mau,” said 
the Veteran House of Commons 
member. 

He pointed out that only in 
West Africa and the Sudan have 
living standards been raised for 
the natives. “And they owe that 
to the mosquito,” he said. “Most 
Europeans hesitate to settle in

When we were about twelve, we used to haunt the chil- 
dren's section of the San Antonio Public Library looking for 
P. G. Wodehouse’s books about his aristocratic butler, 
Jeeves. Later we heard about Wodehouse’s trouble because 
of association with the Nazis, but it never occurred to us 
then that anyone might use that as a basis for keeping his 
books out of the library. 

Now comes a group of cultural vigilantes, riding the crest 
of the present hysteria wave against all things leftist, and 
‘hey censor out of the purchase list of the library the wr 

ings of authors who are men- 
tioned in indexes of the Cali- 
fornia or House un-Ameri- 
can activities committees. For 
example, we have learned 
that they have refused to 
purchase books by Nobel 
- Prize-winner Pearl Buck and 
Pulitzer Prize-winner 
La Farge. 
A more vicious un-Ameri- 
canism cannot be imagined. 
It amounts to adoption by the library trustees of a censor- 
ship list of the worst kind. The reports of the committees in 
question are made up in part of the unproved and often un- 
principled allegations of demagogues, ex-communists, 
fanatics, tossed around in the heat and passion of unjudicial 
and publicity-oriented hearings. That any Library Board in 
a free country would engage in such a narrow-minded pro- 
cedure is really alarming. 

We the people have the right to read what we want to 
read and to learn what we want to learn. We do not elect 
our public officials to give them an opportunity to brain- 
wash us. The stacking of the stacks of San Antonio’s library 
should cease at once. A man’s politics, rightist or leftist, 
inside or outside of his books, should not be a deciding factor 
in their purchase by a public library. Book-buying should 
be left to librarians who have dedicated their professional 
lives to library science and who follow the responsible re- 
views, know the public’s wishes—and even read the books. 

We have confidence that the people of San Antonio will 
depose the misguided trustees now mismanaging their 
library's affairs and re-assert the faith all thoughtful Amer- 
icans have in Justice Holmes’s rule that ultimately freedom 
of speech is freedom for the ideas we hate.

The voters in ratifying the 
amendment showed a willingness to

to vote whatever tax increases are 
necessary to maintain segregation. 

Although the increased burden 
will be about $18 million, less than 
one-third of the qualified electors 
bothered to vote on the amendment. 
This in a state critical of minori- 
ties whose integration would 
change their way of life. 

The extra $18 million will be 
drawn from: a one percent increase 
in the two percent sales tax for $15 
million a year; an increase in the 
cigarette tax from four or five 
cents a pack for another $1,450,000; 
and “Across the Board” increases 
in income, beer and wine, fran- 
chise, amusement, statewide privi- 
lege, and oil-gas-timber severances.

adults.

Study Science, 
,,]. Students Urged 


AUSTIN, Jan. 10—Some of the 
State’s leading scientists and math- 
ematicians have organized a group 
to urge public school students to 


take up scientific and _ technical 
subjects. 
The gvoup, calling itself “The 


Grass Roots Educational League of | 


Texas,” is encouraging students in 
the upper elementary grades and 
junior and senior high schools “un- 
der our system of free enterprise | 
and freedom of the individual” to 
develop gifts and talents “which 
they have in the direction of scien- 
tific and technical ability.” 

Already members of the group 
have made speeches at school as- 
semblies, teachers’ groups, and 
community organizations in Austin, 
San Antonio, Dallas, Lampasas, and 
Marble Falls. This week other 
meetings are arranged in Wichita 
Falls, Quanah, Chillicothe, Vernon, 
Stamford, Anson, Haskell, and 
Hamlin. 

Dr. H. S. Wall is president and 
Dr. H. J. Ettlinger secretary-treas- 
urer. Both are from Austin. 

America has lost its world leader- 
ship in scientific manpower, Dr. 
Ettlinger, a math prof at the Uni- 
versity of Texas for 42 years, said. 
Since 1950 the college output of 
scientists, engineers, and techni- 
cians has steadily declined while 
demand has risen. The number of 
teachers in physics, chemistry, and 
mathematics is “critically meager,” 
he said, 

There has been “a steady decline 
in our public schools of the num- 
ber of hours and of the percentage 
of students in scientific education,” 
he said. “The real ultimate weapon 
in the deadly race for technologi-
